Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Wilton: 

The Selectmen submit the following report: 

Many of our town roads in the early spring were 
in very bad condition, owing to the large amount 
of frost in the ground and continued rains. It re- 
quired a considerable amount of money to repair 
several of the worst places and we decided it would 
be economical to do some permanent work, and in 
several instances where this work was done we re- 
ceived considerable help from property owners, as 
you will note in reading our maintenance report. 

Several of the bridges in town were repaired last 
year, putting in new stringers and plank and replac- 
ing abutments where needed. The east end of the 
long bridge on the Isaac Frye highway was repair- 
ed and we would recommend that the other end be 
repaired this coming season. 

Approximately seven-tenths of a mile of per- 
manent highway was built on the Greenville road 
last year by our road agent, James V. Tuttle. One 
bridge on the King brook road was eliminated. This 
was an unusually hard section of highway to build, 
but we were fortunate in being able to procure a 
gasoline shovel, which kept the cost down to a mini- 
mum. We would recommend the completion of the 
unimproved section this year, it being the only un- 
improved section of highway between here and the 
Massachusetts line. 

The Selectmen’s Room has been occupied since 
November 1, 1928, by The Wilton National Bank 
and they will continue to occupy it until the new 
bank building is completed, which we expect will 
be about May 1, 1929. 
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The town hall chimney was rebuilt and a larger 
pipe was installed from the boiler to the chimney, 
giving a much better draft and eliminating a lot of 
soot and smoke on the lower floor. The outside of 
the building was given two coats of paint and we 
consider the building in good condition except the 
banquet hall, which needs cleaning and painting 
badly. 

We are sorry to report an overdraft of $406.38 
in the construction of Dale bridge on the Lyndeboro 
road. The work was let out to competitive bidding 
by the state and we felt rather than to repair the old 
bridge it would be more economical to go ahead 
with the contract as submitted. 

We would recommend the construction of a per- 
manent bridge in place of the Hickey bridge so- 
called on the Lyndeboro road, and the Goldsmith 
bridge on the Greenville road, this year. Estimated 
cost of these bridges are as follows: Hickey bridge, 
town’s share $1300.00, state’s share $1300.00; Gold- 
smith bridge, town’s share $700.00, state’s share 
$700.00.

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Report of Water Commissioners 
For Year Ending January 31, 1929 


The Wilton Water System was installed nearly 
twenty-five years ago, and during that period the 
cost of upkeep has been merely normal. It is rea- 
sonable to expect that in the future there will be an 
increasing expense for replacement and repairs. 

The average use of service pipe from curb box to 
the main, has been figured at twenty years, and on 
that basis many of ours are due to give trouble. 

The end of the line on the Intervale road was of 
one inch pipe, and this became so badly clogged as 
to impair its efficiency, making it necessary to re- 
place with about three hundred and fifty feet of 
two-inch pipe. 

In some places the highway has been filled in to 
such an extent that it left the hydrants but a short 
space above the ground, and we have had several 
of these raised up to a more convenient position. 

The chairman of the State Board of Health has 
in the past several times suggested that the water 
from the reservoir ought to be either filtered, or 
chemically treated. Accordingly your commission- 
ers have caused an article to be inserted in Town 
Warrant, designed to give the citizens a chance to 
take action in this matter if they deem it advisable. 

Again we remind you to frequently read the 
meter on your premises, and if you are using a sur- 
plus of water, investigate the cause. Don’t wait 
until you receive your bill and then declare the 
meter is wrong. In the last fifteen years, we have 
not found a single meter to over-register.

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Report of Fire Engineers 


During the year just past the Fire Department 
has responded to a total of forty-three fires. Of this 
number thirty-three were for still alarms and ten 
were alarm fires. 

The still alarms with two exceptions were for 
chimney fires, and as a result no damage was done. 

The alarm fires were at the residence of J. W. 
Robbins on Forest Street early in th year. The dam- 
age was confined to the roof with slight water 
damage to the inside of the building. 

_ Fire at the Harry Holt place in Wilton Centre re- 
sulted in the entire destruction of the buildings. The 
fire had gained so much headway when the firemen 
arrivd that with nothing but chemicals to battle the 
flames they soon had to give up and confine their 
efforts to saving the contents of the buildings, to- 
gether with the pine grove nearby. 

The saddest thing of its kind to ever occur in 
this town took place on the night of July 28th when 
the old colonial house formerly occupied by Rev. E. 
M. Grant and since his death occupied by his 
daughter, Marion Grant Ring and family, was con- 
sumed by fire of unknown origin. Mrs. Ring witn 
her two daughters, Barbara and Phyllis, who lost 
their lives in this terrible fire, were in all probability 
overcome with smoke while asleep without ever 
knowing that they were in danger. When Mr. Phil- 
ip Ring on his way home from work in the village 
discovered his house on fire he was only able to en- 
ter one room in the entire house so that by the time 
help was summoned and arrived on the scene there 
was nothing that could be done, as the building was 
all ablaze from top to bottom and end to end. 
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Fire at the residence of Dr. J. E. Powers, as the 
result of an early discovery and prompt response by 
the firemen was confined to the cellar, the greater 
part of the damage to the property being from the 
dense smoke which completely filled every room in 
the house and even emerged out through the clap- 
boards in several places. 

A fire in the small building now used as a chil- 
dren’s playhouse and situated in the rear of the 
property owned by J. W. Robbins was easily extin- 
guished without any trouble or loss to the owner or 
owners. 

Thanks to the quick action of a few nearby fire- 
men until reinforced by the rest of the department, 
the fire at the residence of Mrs. Mann, Forest Street, 
was confind to the shed part of the house, damage 
being to only part of the floor and part of one side. 
The firemen all admitted it was the most slippery — 
travelling on this occasion of any fire they ever ai- 
tended. 


In the early hours of the morning January 13, 
1929, fire was discovered by Chief of Police F. E. 
Proctor in the building occupied by A. F. Wylie and 
Gatto & Son and located on Main street. The origin 
of the fire turned out to be in the basement of the 
building and not of a very serious nature. Damage 
was almost entirely from smoke. 


The department has been called and responded 
to several fires in Lyndeboro and Milford, for which 
a nominal charge was made and paid by these 
towns. 

The alarm was sounded for only one brush fire 
this year, which was at the so-called Brewer place, 
and resulted in only slight loss to the owner of the 
property. 

The entire department as a unit feel that we 
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have not the necessary equipment to give the rura! 
districts the protection that they are entitled to and 
should have. 

The total expense and upkeep of the department 
is small when the item of $1500 for hydrant service 
' is deducted from our yearly appropriation and this 
year we recommend the purchase of some new 
equipment which will carry added protection to tax 
payers in the rural districts.

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Report of Wilton Nursing Service 


TERM ENDING DECEMBER 1, 1928 


In view of the fact that in our rural communities 
there are about 100,000 persons incapacitated all 
the time by illness, much of which is preventable; 
and about 70% of the school children are handi- 
capped by physical defects, most of which are reme- 
diable; there is no room for doubt about the need 
for rural health services in the country, and espe- . 
cially for the educational effect which is carried in- 
to the homes through this service. During the year 
1928 the educational phase of the work has been 
emphasized in the following ways: 

A series of lectures on the Prenatal, Maternity 
and Infancy Care was given to the parents by the 
Director of Maternity and Infancy Hygiene of the 
New Hampshire State Board of Health. 

One Pre-school Clinic was held, in which 60 chil- 
dren under six years of age were given free exam- 
inations and advice by our local physicians. 

One underweight clinic was held with Dr. Kerr 
of the National T. B. Association as the examining 
physician. The underweight school children and 
suspicious T. B. cases among the adults were ex- 
amined. This is a part of the T. B. campaign which 
has, during the past few years, cut the death rate 
from this cause about 60%. 

Four toxin anti-toxin clinics were held in which 
115 children and adults received the prophylactic 
treatment for diphtheria. | 

Baby conferences were held during the year, 
whereby the weight and condition of the well 
babies was watched. The occasions were made 
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_ pleasant in a social way by Mrs. W. G. Abbott who 
served the mothers with light refreshments. 

Several patients have been taken to the hos- 
pital, and First Aid rendered a number of times; all 
sick calls answered, in addition to twenty or more 
maternity cases cared for. 

Two visits weekly were made to the Hillsboro 
Mills and contacts to contagious cases followed up. 

Co-operating with Mrs. W. G. Abbott, a ladies’ 
gymnasium class has been formed whereby the 
women of the town may take part in physical exer- 
cises under the direction of a competent instructor. 

On May Day—Health Day—some of the women 
interested in the health work raised a fund by a 
food sale, with which some further needed equip- 
ment was procured for the nurse’s office. 

During my three years’ service as district nurse 
in Wilton I have received the heartiest co-operation 
from the nursing committee, the physicians, and 
townspeople, which I highly appreciate.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The Wilton School Board submits the following re- 
port: 


Our superintendent, Mr. Vernon 8. Ames, was 
agreeable to continuing as superintendent for an- 
other term and was therefore elected by the district. 
He has continued his excellent work in the organiza- 
tion of the schools. We were also fortunate in re- 
taining Mr. Walter L. Mason as Headmaster of the 
High School and Mr. Lewis J. Streeter as Submas- 
ter. We continue of course, to lose teachers every 
year to larger and better paying positions but they 
have been replaced by a good teaching staff and in 
some cases, there has been a very material improve- 
ment in the character of work done. 

The Abbott Hill and Wilton Center schools were 
continued with the same attendance approximately 
as in recent years. We have continued to transport 
children from the Intervale district, there still being 
a very large proportion of seventh and eighth grade 
and high school pupils with only a small number of 
children in the first six grades. 

The grades in the village school have maintain- 
ed the usual enrollment, running thirty to thirty-five 
children per grade on the average. As commented 
upon in previous reports, this has resulted in a con- 
tinued increase in our high school attendance. 
Twenty years ago, the grades were so small in num- 
ber that usually two grades could be combined in 
one room under one teacher. Today of course, we 
must have a teacher in a room for each grade. This 
increase in school enrollment together with the con- 
tinuance of pupils through high school, is respons- 
ible for the rapidly increasing enrollment in the 
high school. Twenty years ago, this enrollment was

24. This year it is 93 and our estimate for next year 
is 110 to 115. 

The present school building has available ten 
classrooms, eight of which are used for the first 
eight grades, leaving only two classrooms for the 
high school. These are supplemented by a labor- 
atory, Domestic Arts and Mechanic Arts depart- 
ments, but it will readily be appreciated that there 
is already a serious congestion in the classrooms and 
this will be acute next year. Looking into the future, 
our needs for school plant in addition to existing 
facilities are as follows, with need for the additional 
plants in the order named: 

1. Replacement of the boys’ toilet facilities with 
modern equipment. 

2. Two or three additional classrooms. 

3. A room large enough for assembly purposes 
for the high school and seventh and eighth grades. 

4. A gymnasium not only for actual work but to 
be used as an indoor recreation ground during re- 
cess, etc. 


There are a number of ways of adding to the 
school plant to meet the above conditions: 

1. We can put up either nearby or in some other 
location a two or four room schoolhouse, one story, 
in which to locate the first grades. This would give 
a corresponding number of rooms free in the present 
school building for the older grades. 

The cost of a school building of this kind aver- 
ages about $10,000 a room complete. 

2. We can add a wing to the school building, 
generally corresponding with the wing built some 
years ago. This could be arranged to give three ad- 
ditional classrooms and the present main room on 
the second floor would be almost double in size, to 
make a large assembly room. The cost of this ad- 
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dition would probably be about the same as the last 
one, namely, $28,000. 


Other suggestions have been made such as re- 
building the roof and attic, or widening the front of 
the school to provide more rooms, building a wing 
like the last one but smaller to make two additional 
rooms. None of these arrangements, however, give 
the actual extra space that would be required and 
they are not of very appropriate design. The pres- 
ent heating plant and other facilities such as the 
stairway, are suffciently large to take care of any of 
these additions so that the cost per room would 
probably be somewhat less than the cost per room 
on a complete separate building. 


A gymnasium is, of course, more or less of a pro- 
ject by itself and we see no very suitable design in 
which it could be incorporated in any addition to the 
present building. This could, however, be built im- 
mediately adjacent to the school with a connecting 
passageway for use in bad weather. We have 
brought up the gymnasium question because it is 
equipment that is becoming standard in high schools 
and it is certainly desirable to look ahead into the 
future and see what should be done so that what we 
may do now will fit in with later work. The School 
Board has not attempted to draw any designs and 
obtain estimates on a suitable addition because the 
town will doubtless want to entrust this matter to a 
building committee. Action should certainly be tak- 
en at our coming school district meeting to appoint 
such a committee and possibly appropriate funds 
for them to secure designs, etc. 

The condition of the boys’ toilets is extremely 
bad and should have been attended to before, but 
we have delayed any action on this because it is 
something which unquestionably will have to be fit- 
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ted in with any addition. It is unfortunate of course 
that this matter was not. forseen when the present 
Wing was built on the schoolhouse, since it would 
have been much better to have left the building as it 
was and put up a seperate six-room building. How- 
ever, we have the present school plant and there 
seems to be either one of two choices, either to add 
to the present building or put up a separate struc- 
ture. 


We wish to point out the interesting analysis of 
the work of our graduates in college and other grad- 
uate schools. 

It has often been commented that our prepara- 
tion was not up to standard and did not offer suf- 
ficient preparation to students planning to enter col- 
lege. It will be seen from this report that our stu- 
dents have in many cases distinguished themselves 
in graduate institutions, and their records have been 
good in almost every case. Where a student has 
had difficulty in entering college directly after leav- 
ing high school, has been due not at all to any lack 
of necessary teaching here but due to the fact that 
the student took courses in the high school which 
were not those that the college demanded for pre- 
paration. We eliminated the Agricultural course 
whose curriculum was definitely defined by the gov- 
ernment, on this ground because graduates in this 
course, while they might enter the State University, 
were not sufficiently prepared to enter other col- 
leges due to lack of preparation in mathematics and 
languages. Our present courses, particularly the 
Academic and Mechanic Arts courses, prepare a 
student sufficiently to enter college. The Domestic 
Arts course is not as good in this respect since it is 
weaker in languages and mathematics. We be- 
lieve there is still a lack of knowledge among the 
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parents of the children and possibly a lack of co- 
operation between them and the school staff, in the 
proper selection of the studies for their children to 
take in the high school. It is often left to the child- 
ren themselves to select their own studies or course. 
We recommend strongly that parents of children 
leaving the eighth grade and entering high school 
consult with the Headmaster as to what plans they 
have for their children so that they can select a suit- 
able course. They should also follow carefully the 
pupils’ progress and make sure that they acquire 
the necessary units of work demanded by college 
entrance examinations. They should check up and 
make sure that the student takes examinations in 
due season, making application to the proper exam- 
ination board early enough. Many of these exam- 
inations may be taken at the end of the Junior year 
to avoid taking them all at the end of the Senior 
year. 

While of course the school staff aim to keep track 
of each pupil’s progress, it is of course a fact that 
School Board, Superintendent and Headmaster all 
change from time to time and in any one pupil’s case 
there may be an oversight of some vital study re- 
quired. Parents therefore should inform themsel- 
ves closely as to the situation in each case and the 
school staff is most anxious to cooperate with them. 

Our budget for this year is substantially the 
same as last, most of the items calling for a lower 
appropriation rather than a higher. There is, there- 
fore, no unusual or special situation to meet in this 
respect. 

We were most unfortunate in losing the services 
of Miss Ethel Frye as school nurse, who resigned her 
position in December to be married. We were, how- 
ever, successful in securing as nurse Miss Angela 


fis. 


Higgins who has carried on the work most success- 
fully this winter. 

Our school nurse does a great deal in actually 
caring for the children’s health and their education 
in health habits. She also follows up the medical ex- 
amination where some attention to teeth and tonsils 
is necessary. This is as far as she can go and the 
parents must then see that this work is done. In most 
cases it receives prompt attention but there are 
many cases where the financial condition of the pa- 
rents is such that they cannot undertake this. In 
the meantime the child is below par and many of 
the conditions, if allowed to continue, result in im- 
pairment of health for life. 


There is being organized a community chest. It 
is not a chest in the literal sense of the word, but a 
fund which it is hoped to raise largely by public 
subscription, that can be used to furnish funds to 
parents to have their children attended to, payment 
to be made when their situation is better. This pro- 
ject is being put forward at present really as a pri- 
vate undertaking; possibly, however, it is something 
that should be taken up by the town and we sincere- 
ly trust that this project will go through. 


We much appreciate the interest shown by the 
parents and the public as a whole, in attending the 
various school entertainments as well as the various 
visits that are paid to the school while in session. W2 
also greatly appreciate the financial backing that 
the town has given the schools during the past year, 
that has made it possible to go forward and handle 
our increasingly large number of pupils and the 
numerous problems which develop in their educa- 
tion.

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ANNUAL STATEMENT CONCERNING SCHOOL 
DEBT 


At the date of our last report our total indebted- 
ness was twenty thousand, five hundred dollars. 
This included nine thousand-dollar notes of the first 
series, and of the second series nine thousand-dollar 
notes and seven of five hundred dollars each. July 
1, 1928, one note of the first series was paid, leaving 
in this series an indebtedness of eight thousand dol- 
lars, one note maturing July 1 of each year until all 
have been paid. 

Of the second series two _ five-hundred-dollar 
notes were paid January 1, 1929. The payment of 
this series is distributed over a period of seventeen 
instead of fifteen years. 

Our total indebtedness is now $18,500, requiring 
until the amount is further reduced, interest to the 
amount of $925.00 annually.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wilton: 


I submit my sixth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


School Organization. 


The following changes have taken place since 
my last report. In the high school Miss Lilla R. M. 
Ritcey resigned to accept a position in Chelsea, 
Massachusetts, and in her place as teacher of Eng- 
lish and History in the upper high school classes we 
secured Miss Margaret H. Ryder, a graduate of 
Bates College last June. Miss Bernice W. Clement 
was married last spring and in her place we en- 
gaged Miss Beatrice A. Blodgett, a graduate of 
Wheaton College last June, to teach Latin and | 
French. Miss Evelyn C. Shaw resigned to accept a 
similar position in the Junior High School in Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, and we engaged Miss Cath- 
erine F. Barron, a graduate of the University of 
New Hampshire last June, to teach English and His- 
tory in Grades VII, VIII, and IX. In the grades, 
Miss Bertha Whelpley resigned to accept a position 
in the Manchester schools and Miss Ernestine D. 
Bolduc was married last summer. We transferred 
Miss Florence Rideout from the Centre School to the 
village to teach the fourth grade; and for the fifth 
grade we secured Miss Alice P. Parent, a graduate 
of the Plymouth Normal School two-year course last 
June. Miss Doris Potter resigned after severai 
years service in the Abbott Hill School to accept a 
position as drawing supervisor in Holden and other 
towns in Massachusetts. We engaged Miss Teresa 
E. Woodward for the Abbott Hill School and Miss 
Marion F. Farnum for the Centre School, both being 
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graduates of the Keene Normal School two-year 
course last June. 

Our average annual teacher overturn is about 
four out of the fourteen, or 28% as compared with 
the state average of 13%. We must expect the loss 
here to be greater than in the large towns and cities, 
and greater than the average for th state because of 
the attractions of our near neighbor, Massachusetts. 

In five years we have lost twenty-one teachers, 
as follows: six were married, nine went to Massachu- 
setts (three to Medford, two to Belmont, and one 
each to Malden, Somerville, Chelsea, and Holden), 
two became headmasters in New Hampshire, one 
went to Manchester, one to Concord, one to Little- 
ton, and one to New Britain, Connecticut. 


The Supply of Trained Teachers 


For two or three years the two state normal 
schools have trained a sufficient number of new 
teachers in the two-year courses to fill the vacancies 
occurring in the elementary grade and rural schools, 
and enough more in the three-year courses to supply 
the demands of junior high schools, with a surplus 
each year large enough to provide a healthy compe- 
tition. } 

There is still an inadequate supply of new teach- 
ers trained for senior high school positions. About 
150 such teachers were needed in the state this year. 
The University of New Hampshire supplied about 35 
of these, and the normal schools for the first time 
graduated classes in the four-year courses, provid- 
ing 17 high school teachers. The balance was drawn 
from other states and was made up of teachers with 
brief experience and of inexperienced college grad- 
uates, in nearly equal numbers. 

The experienced teachers went largely to the 
city high schools. Our smaller high schools, of 
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which there are approximately sixty having 100 
pupils or fewer, take the inexperienced teachers and 
require them to teach in two or more subject-fields. 
In these positions the normal school graduate is gen- 
erally the more successful teacher, because of her 
special training in both the theory and the practice 
of teaching. The college graduate is more often a 
specialist in a single subject, with a required mini- 
mum training in educational theory and little or no 
practice teaching. 

The improvement of teaching in our smaller 
high schools will depend largely upon the increase 
in the supply of graduates from the normal schools, 
as their four-year courses are further developed. 

Supervision 

As shown in the statistical report following, J 
have been able to use a larger proportion of time in 
_ school room visits than in some previous years, in- 
creasing the number of recorded visits from 265 to 
318. A small part of this time and a considerable 
part of the time required for office work was occu- 
pied with the testing program, which included oral 
reading tests in the first three grades, silent reading 
tests in the middle grades, and the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Tests in reading, arithmetic, language, spell- 
ing, science, and history. The Stanford Tests were 
given in October and May last year and in January 
1929. 

The results for the three series of tests through- 
out the supervisory district were tabulated and com- 
pard with the published standards for a_ general 
comparison. Then pupils who stood particularly 
low were noted, and the teachers were advised as to 
which ones needed special attention and in what 
subjects. The series of three tests indicate a gen- 
eral advance and the January tests show all of the 
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grades to be up to standard and some as much as 
12% -.above standard. This is a general statement 
for the whole district and does not mean that every 
grade in every school is above standard. 

Last October a standardized test in silent read- 
ing was given throughout the district in grades four 
to nine, and the results were handled in the same 
manner as indicated for the Stanford Achievement 
Tests above. The test was given in order to have a 
more accurate measure of the reading abilities of 
these grades than we had at the time I discussed the 
silent reading program in my last annual report. It 
was the first attempt at a comprehensive measuring 
of silent reading abilities so no comparison can be 
made that will show the amount of gain or loss. Re- 
sults showed that all the grades tested were some- 
what below standard. They provide a basis for de- 
termining what remedial work is required for the 
pupils or grades who were found to be especially 
low, and also a basis for comparison when the test 
is repeated later in the year. 


School Activities | 

The annual school exhibit in April attracted 
considerable favorable attention and seems to be « 
worth while activity to continue as a means of ac- . 
quainting the general public with some phases of 
school work. It would be much to the mutual ad- 
vantage of teachers and parents if more of the pa- 
rents should visit the schools, particularly in the 
upper grades and high school. I hope we may be 
able to carry out an organized plan for parents. 
days in the school this spring. 

The musical entertainment was held February 
11, in the form of a contest as it has been for the 
last two years. The work of the various grades and 
the Glee Club and Orchestra proved to be very 
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pleasing in spite of the large amount of sickness 
there had been during the preceding four or five 
weeks while preparations were being made. 

The Athletic, Debating and various club activ- 
ities of the high school have continued as usual and 
considerable more attention has been given to phy- 
sical work for the pupils of the seventh and eighth 
grades and for those of the high school who were 
not members of the basketball squad. This has been 
possible through the generosity of the Community 
Athletic Club in allowing us the use of their hall 
and facilities. This is a very necessary part of pub- 
lic education and should be given much more atten- 
tion as soon as proper facilities can be provided. 

The reception given. by the High School Alumni 
last September was a pleasant social occasion for 
the new teachers and we hope this custom which 
was started two years ago will be continued.

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Wilton High School Graduates in College 


Headmaster Mason’s report refers to the 76 
students who were graduated from Wilton High 
School in the past seven years. We have made a 
study of the twenty-four who entered college with- 
out further preparation. They went to the following 
institutions: University of New Hampshire 11, Clark 
University 2, Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
2, Simmons College 2, and one each Grinnell Col- 
lege, George Washington University, Harvard Col- 
lege, Dartmouth College, Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, St. Anselm’s College, and Boston Uni- 
versity. 

We have official reports from the colleges show- 
ing the ranks received by these 24 students in all 
subjects during the first year in college. 


The eight students whose average rank during 
senior year in high school was above 90%, received 
in the subjects they took during the freshman year 
in college 5 A’s (High Honor), 19 B’s (Honor), 14 
C’s (Credit), and 5 D’s (Pass). The eight students 
whose average rank during senior year in high 
school was between 82% and 90%, received in the 
subjects they took during the freshman year in col- 
lege 1A, 11 'B’s, 15-C’s, 16: D’s, and. 1 E (Failure); 
The eight students whose average rank during sen- 
ior year in high school was between 79% and 82%, 
received in the subjects they took during the fresh- 
man year in college 2 A’s, 11 B’s, 22 C’s, 5 D’s, and 
8 E’s. Of these eight E’s, five were received by one 
student, the only one of the twenty-four who failed 
to pass freshman year college work. 


High School Growth 


According to the Biennial Report of the State 
Board of Education for 1927-28, there were in this 
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state in 1902 forty public high schools with 3,142 
pupils, and in 1927 there were 88 public high 
schools with 15,039 pupils. 

Speaking generally, it was the ambition of pa- 
rents twenty-five years ago to put their children 
through the grammar school and to let a few attend . 
the high school. At present it is the ambition of 
nearly all parents to put their children through high 
school. Wilton parents are no exception in this re- 
spect. Data for 1902 is not available, but Head- 
~ master Mason’s report shows a high school enroll- 
ment of 24 in 1908, and 91 in 1928. 

The growth of our high school has reached the 
point where any further increase will demand more 
room, and we are faced with the probability that 
next September we shall have 110 pupils in senior 
high school, with very little reduction in grades VII 
and VIII. The table below shows the enrollment this 
year and the estimated enrollment next year, by 
classes and by courses. (The figures in parenthesis 
show the number of tuition pupils included in each 
group.)

The first problem created by this situation is to 
find room for all. The seating capacity of the 
‘‘Main Room”’ is 63, and that of the ““English Room” 
is 30. The room that has been occupied by the sixth 
grade for two or three years was formerly a high 
school room, and it will be required as such next 
year to provide seating room for the increased high 
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school.enrollment. The “Laboratory” is not large — 
enough for the science classes without splitting them 


into two divisions. We shall need an additional 
room for the sixth grade, and a larger laboratory. 


The second problem presented is to provide the 


necessary teaching periods without further crowd- , 


ing the already heavy teaching schedules of the six 
teachers. More priods will be needed for the lab- 
oratory ‘work in-science, and also for.the domestic 
arts classes, due in both cases to the increased en- 
rollment and the consequent necessity for splitting 
the classes into more groups than we have now. The 
headmaster should be relieved of one or two classes 
in order to allow him some time for supervision. 
When another teacher is added to the high school 
staff provision should be made for regular work in 
physical training for all pupils. 

It will doubtless appear to some that this situa- 
tion could be solved by dropping the tuition pupils. 
If this were done there would be seating space for 
our own pupils without crowding, but the number of 
classes would not be less than now because the larg- 
est group of tuition pupils in any one class group's 


five, as Shown in the table above. Consequently the 


teaching staff could not be reduced, and the only de- 
crease in expense would be for books and supplies 
which would average about $5 per pupil. In short, 
by dropping the tuition pupils we could save only 
about $125 expense and we would lose between 
$1500 and $2000 a year income from high school 


tuitions. The difference between the saving in ex-. 


pense and the loss of revenue is more than the salary 
of a high school assistant. 

With the continued loyalty and support that is 
manifest in the school organization at present we 
shall be able progressively to improve the schools,

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and this fact is doubtless as gratifying to all others 


as it is to me.

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To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of 
the School Board of Wilton: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report as 
headmaster of Wilton High School. 

Of the seven graduates of the Class of 1928, one 

attends college; one a secretarial school; and one a 
hospital training school. 
_ Of the 76 graduates of the eight classes (1922- 
1928) 24 attended colleges; 14 normal schools; 7 
business colleges, 4 trade schools; and. 7 hospital 
training schools. Three others have deferred en- 
trance upon some post-secondary training because 
of illness or for economic reasons. Of the remaining 
seventeen only one made any effort to gain entrance 
to a higher school. Further interesting facts con- 
crning these graduates are given in Tables No. 1 and 
No. Il. : 

Attendance has been low since January 1,.1929, 
due to sickness. 

Our social events have been successful. The 
senior play was a credit to the pupils having parts. 
The senior class, however, is large and still lacks 
funds if they are to have a class trip as other classes 
have had. | 

Both the boys’ and girls’ basketball teams have 
played well this year. They have been ably coach- 
ed by Mr. Hurley and Miss Barron. The boys have 
won nine out of thirteen games; the girls have won 
' geven and tied one out of ten. Of more value, how- 
ever, is the spirit of fairness they have learned from 
practice and physical development obtained from 
the exercise. Mr. Streeter and Miss Blodgett have 
had charge of the practice games among the pupils 
too young to play on the regular squads. 
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The musical clubs under Miss Bowden have done 
good work this year. Several new pieces have been 
added to the orchestra. 

The debating teams trained by Miss Ryder are 
preparing for debates with the teams of Peterboro 
High School, Concord High School, and Hampton 
High School. 

The Arts Club in charge of Miss Melcher has 
made some very fine art work. 

There are two conditions I wish to call especially 
to your attention—the lack of room for the senior 
high school, and the crowding of the teachers’ time. 

In 1923-24 with only sixty-six pupils in the senior 
high school we had and used two more rooms than 
we have this year with ninety-one pupils. 

Table No. III will show how the demands on the 
individual teacher have increased. The headmaster 
from 1921-1924 had ten office periods a week; he 
now has but one. I feel that it would be valuable 
if he had more time to help pupils and teachers with 
their individual problems and to help make the high 
school more of a unit instead of individual subject 
groups. 

May I at this time thank the superintendent and 
members of the school board for their help and 
kindness and express my appreciation of the co-op- 
eration given by teachers and parents.

Last year a course in Musie Appreciation was in- 
troduced throughout all the grades and high school, 
and has been carried on once each month this year. 
These lessons are always a pleasure to pupil and 
teacher. They stimulate interest in good music and 
develop the pupil’s artistic taste. 

Such a great deal is now being done in the mod- 


ern public schools everywhere in the field of Music. 
_ As your supervisor I have tried to bring as many of 


these musical activities as possible into your schools. 
Time is a very necessary factor, and that is a minus 
quantity with the supervisor in charge of the musi- 
cal activities of five other towns beside the one in 
which she is working at the time. Also a proper 
place for the holding of Glee Club meetings and Or- 
chestra rehearsals, and a place to REED eqpinment, 


- are much needed. 


However, we have held Orchestra rehearsals once 
and often twice a week. Iam pleased with the 
growth of this organization and the interest of its 


_ members, of which there are now ten. This is double 


the number last year and thrice the original number. 
They have played many times at assembly, local and 
school entertainments, and graduations. 

~ The Glee Club, which has also met once or twice 
each week, has done some very interesting things ' 
the entertainment line. They have sung at school 
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functions such. at Debating Meets and Assembly and 
have done special acts. at the School Exhibit and Mu- 
sical Entertainment. ‘Last June the Glee Club gave 
a successful presentation, both musically and finan- 
cially, of an Operetta, ““Maid of the Mill.” We are 
now planning another to be given this coming June. 
The returns from these entertainments, as. of the 
Annual Musical, are turned into a general fund in 
car of the Teacher’s Council, awaiting some future 
need or fitting expenditure. 

The Annual Musical Bitertaimierts as.in the 
past two years took the form of a contest and was 
again enthusiastically received by all coneerned. 

The purchase of new-selections for the orchestra 
and of new books for Grade III and Abbott Hill, al- 
so of new octavo music for Junior and High Schools 
and “‘The Green Book’ for High, has better equip- 
ped the Musical Library of the schools. 

I have always enjoyed my work with the chil- 
dren of Wilton and wish to thank the parents, school 
board and school officials for their sincerely appreci- 
ated co-operation.
